HEARST ATTACKED 
“ABOUT BOLO PASHA 


Attorney General Lewis Al- 
leges Hearst Received at 
His Home at Same Time 
Bolo and Von Bernstorff. 


New York, August 11.— Merton E. 
Lewis, state attorney general, declared 
in a statement tonight that he could 
show by a series of affidavits that Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst, the newspaper 
publisher, had received at his home, at 
the same time, on two or more occa- 
sions, Bolo Pasha, who was recently 
executed by France for treason, and 
Count von Bernstorff, the former Ger- 
man ambassador to the United States. 

Moreover, Mr. Lewis asserted he was 
prepared to show, by many affidavits, 
that Count von Bernstorff was a fre- 
quent visitor at the Hearst home at 
about the time of Bolo’s visit to New 
York in the spring of 1916, when Bolo 
obtained $1,683,000 from Von Bernstorff

SUBMARINE ROSE > 
IN MIDST OF FLEET. 

Washington, August 11.—Coming to 
the surface in the midst of a @eet of 
fishing schooners off the Massachusetts 
coast, a German submarine today sank 
nine vessels of the fleet, the navy de- 
partment . tonight announced. The 
schooners sunk include the Kate 
Palmer, the Amita May, the Reliance 
the Star Buck and the Progress. The 
names of the other four ships were not 
contained in navy department dis- 
patches. 

Four survivors from the crew of the 
Kate Palmer were picked up by the 
fishing schooner Helen Murley and 
have reached port in safety. No in- 
formation had been obtained by the 
navy department tonight as to the fate 
‘of the crews of the other schooners. 
After the crew of the Kate Palmer 
- had been taken aboard the submarine 
and held prisoner for one hour, they 
were set adrift in a small boat. 

The statement issued by the navy 
department, which it was said contains 
all the information that could be fur- 
nished at this time, follows: 

“The fishing schooner Helen Murley 
has reached an Atlantic port with four 
survivors from the crew of the fish- 
ing schooner Kate Palmer, who reports 
that a German submarine came to the 
surface in the middle of a fishing fleet 
off the Massachusetts coast and sank 
the Kate Palmer, the Amita May, the 
Reliance, the ‘Star Buck, the Progress 
and four others whose names are un- 
known. The survivors of the Kate 
Palmer were taken @board the German 
submarine and held prisoner one hour, 
and then set adrift in a dory.”

William P. Fain, prominent in politics 
and former chairman of the board of 
police commissioners, and Jack Elling- 
ton, a young traveling salesman, who 
gave his address as New York city, are | 
now at the Grady hospital with their 
throats badly slashed, following a cut- 
ting scrape, which occurred Sunday 
night about 9:30 o’clock at the Fair- 
leigh apartments at 135 Spring street. 

Both refused to make any state- 
ment about the affair to city detectives, 
who investigated the case. Sergeant 
Bob Waggoner told the hospital au- 
thorities that they were under arrest, 
and asked them to notify the police 
when they are well enough to be locked 
up. Later at night H. V. White, a sales- 
man of 135 Spring, and J. T. Ward, 
a salesman, who gave no address, were 
arrested in connection with this case.

~The Americans and their British 
brothers in arms at last accounts were 
pressing closely upon Bray-sur-Somme, 
aided by tanks and armored cars, which 
inflicted heavy casualties on the enemy

GERMANS- LAUNCH 
COUNTER ATTACK. 


Across the river the Germans heavily 
engaged the British at Lihons and its 
vicinity and at one point pierced the 
British line and gained the outskirts 
of Lihons.

|BANKS ARE REQUESTED 
| TO RESTRICT LOANS 


Washington, August 11.— Two spe- 
cific courses by which banks and busi-

On the other side of the 
town Germans who had witnessed its 
demolition fled in terror. 

German prisoners have boasted that’ 
their forces are now equipped with new 
anti-tank rifles, firing a largé projec- 
tile at great velocity. Actual encoun- 
ter with these rifles. however, demon- 
strates that they are complete failures 
when trained on the armored tanks. A 
number of the weapons have fallen 
into the hands of the British. 

During the attack east of Rosieres, 
British cavalry sent back word that 
they could not proceed because of 
heavy fire from a woods on their front. 
A number of swift “whippets” rolled 
around to the back of the wood, but 
the Germans saw them coming and ran 
for their lives toward the rear.“ This 
gave the cavalry an opportunity and 
they charged into the enemy, who 
made a vain attempt to rally. The 
Germans were sabered right and left 
and 700 of them surrendered. 

That was only one of the many in- 
stances where British cavalry, during 
the course of the battle: in addition 
to scouting far ahead of the advancing 
infantry and rounding up enemy forces, 
has made thrilling charges with the 
traditional dash of the mounted forces. 
If the Germans have had a hard time 
of it with the allied infantry and ar- 
tillery, they have had doubly a hard 
one with the cavalry and the tanks.

THE PRESIDENT SUPPORTS 
HARRIS FOR THE SENATE 


The open and unequivocal declaration of 
President Woodrow Wilson in behalf of the 
candidacy of William J. Harris for the Unit- 
ed States senate from Georgia leaves The 
Constitution no alternative than to back the 
president in a decision in which is involved 
an expression of the loyalty or disloyalty of 
the state as regards the administration's 
war measures. 

Reduced to its last analysis, the situation 
in Georgia, with several aggressive can- 
didates dividing the loyal vote against one 
who is appealing to the minority in defense 
of his reprehensible and unpatriotic course, 
is such that unless something is done to con- 
centrate the loyal forces the minority can 
didate, Mr. Hardwick, is a dangerous possi- 
bility—not that there is the slightest doubt 
that his record is repudiated by an over-

STATE MARKET BUREAU. 


In order that it may be enabled to widen 
the scope of its activities so beneficial to 
the interests of our farmers, the legislature 
should deal as liberally as possible, under 
present conditions, with the Georgia state 
market bureau, a division—one of the most 
important ones—of the state department of 
agriculture. 

Considering its achievements, the com- 
paratively smgll appropriations given the 
state market bureau a year ago, is one of 
the best investments ever made by any 
state. . 

It was the Georgia market bureau that 
put the Georgia sweet potato on the map. 
Insisting that the sweet potato be made a 
part of the army ration because of its great 
food value, the market bureau won out over 
strong opposition, and that product, which 
was once going a-begging at 50 cents a bush- 
el, is selling today at $1.50 to $1.75. 

The Georgia market bureau has just 
dane the same thing with our field peas, a 
wHolesome, muscle-building. food, which 
southern boys in the national army will 
now begin to welcome at their daily mess. 

This bureau has brought to the front, 
through well-directed publicity methods, the 
great value of velvet beans. both as a fer- 
tilizer and as a feed; and it has found mar- 
kets for thousands of tons of velvet bean 
products at prices representing practically 
their true worth, at a time when the velvet 
bean industry was in more or less an ex- 
perimental stage. 

But more than that, the organization of 
the cotton states official advisory marketing 
board, which has laid plans for the gradual 
marketing of the cotton crop, is the direct 
outgrowth of the Georgia market bureau. !t 
was Commissioner J. J. Brown, of the Geor- 
gia department, who established the Geor- 
gia bureau and who saw that organization 
might accomplish in some measure at least, 
for the whole south, what it was doing so 
well for this state. So the meeting was 
called, and the organization, which for near- 
ly six months has maintained a representa- 
tive in Washington, was substantially 
formed. Georgia’s interest and activity 
were remembered in the selection by the 
representatives of all the cotton states, of 
her commissioner of agriculture as its presi- 
dent, and her market director as its secre- 
tary. 

These are only a few of the most note- 
worthy achievements of this market bu- 
reau, almest any one of which would have 
fully justified the expenditure for its main- 
tenance made by the state. 

Besides this, it has, in thousands of in- 
stances brought together producers and con- 
sumers of food products, with resultant 
trades which were satisfactory to both par- 
ties. 

Built on progressive and result-getting 
lines, the Georgia market bureau should be 
given an adequate material support to en- 
able it to render its highest and most effi- 
cient service to Georgia producers and con- 
sumers. 

Especially should Georgia farmers be 
given this recognition and service, when 
they are paying into the state treasury many 
thousands of dollars more than ever before 
in the ghape of fertilizer and oil inspection 
fees. The state can well afford a return 
to them of a substantial part of the fund 
that comes from their pockets.

Beautiful and touching memorial services 
were held at Druid Hills Methodist’ church 
and at the College Park Presbyterian church 
Sunday afternoon for two young men who 
had laid their lives on the altar of their 
country for liberty and humanity—at Druid 
Hills, for Lieutenant William Louis LeConte. 
who died July 19 from wounds received in 
action in France, and at College Park for 
Sergeant Douglas C. Lyle, slain in battle on 
July 14. 

Both young mén were known and loved 
by hundreds, and a large throng gathered at 
each church to pay tribute to the memory 
of the heroes who, in early manhood,, have 
died for the cause of America and the world. 

Colors of Allies Shown. 

Rev. Wallace Rogers, the pastor, con- 
ducted the services at Druid Hills church. 
Behind the pulpit. were draped two large 
flags, the French Tri-Color and the Stars 
and Stripes, while between them hung a 
service flag sprinkled with blue stars, repre- 
senting those “over there,” and from among 
which shone a gold star for Lieutenant Le- 
Conte. 

“America,” sung by the congregation, 
opened the service. This was followed by a 
touching prayer and short Scripture reading 
by Rev. Mr, Rogers.

join the church to come forward and hun- 
dreds responded. Bowls of water were 
brought; the Baptist stood on one side, the 
Presbyterian on the other, and so forth. Now 
those men could live better for believing 
in God; they could fight hetter for believ- 
ing in God; they could die better for be- 
lieving in God.“ 

The substance of the sermon was “Faith,” 
and two kinds of skeptics were mentioned, 
the willing (Job 21:15) and the unwilling 
(John 9:36). 

“The first,” he said, “was unwilling to 
give up any of the pleasures of wickedness, 
all of which appealed to his tastes, ‘while 
he cared nothing for the privileges of the 
On the other hand, the other man 
was only too anxious to tread the way of 
faith no matter what it cost. - 

“Faith is always a venture which costs 
the believer something. Take the case of 
the man born blind. When he believed in 
God ostracism and banishment awaited him, 
and this required courage and fortitude, for 
he was cast out by his family and followed 
by the maledictions of the powerful Jewish 
church. But what was his reward? Where- 
as, before he was a ugeless burden, now he 
gains the power to become vseful and takes 
his place among the prodacers. Hear his 
first exhortation: ‘Look at me and believe 
on the Son of God.’ 


“What an amazing thing happened when 
John Bunyan believed God. It cost him no 


little struggle to wrest himself from the 


degradation of a debauched life and to break 
the bonds which held him fast in Satan’s 
slavish chains. But the drunken tinker in 
jail found by believing in God that he be- 
came a pilgrim leaving the City of Destruc- 
tion and his story of that spiritual pil- 
grimage has won hosts of men as brands 
from the burning. 

“The story of what happened when Jerry 
McCauly believed God, is, in some measure, 
familiar to men throughout the world. But 
all that happened will never be known un- 
til ; 


„The stars grow cold 
And the leaves of the judgment book unfold.’ 


“This is one of the most personal and 
practical themes that any of us might con- 
sider. Let us dare to ask the question each 
one here: What would happen if I believed 
God today? It is a very good thing to be- 
lieve a creed. It certainly is an achieve- 
ment in the right direction to believe in the 
church. It is everlastingly to a man’s cred- 
it to believe in good things as opposed to 
wrong things. But none of these things, 
nor all of them put together, amount to be- 
lieving in God. 

“If 1 were to believe in God this morn- 
ing my fears would vanish as the mists be- 
fore the rising sun. A new courage that 
hell could not shake would come into me, 

“As I look over~a world that is so large- 
ly composed of church members, many of 
whom are so full of unrest and earthly 
tempers and ambitions, I am constrained to 
ask ig there no remedy for these things? 
I know nothing better than that we go back 
and stand with Jesus by the barren fig 
tree and hear Him say ‘Have faith in God.“ 


Textile Leaders Meet Here Today | 
For Vocational Education Rally 


Leading textile men of the south, repre- 
sentatives of state boards of vocational edu- 
cation, government officials, and others, will 
gather at a conference beginning at 10 
o'cleack this morning, in Atlanta, under the 
auspices of the Southern Commercial con- 
gress, for the purpese of making plans 
whereby the states of Dixie may secure the 
maximum benefits under the operations of 
the Smith-Hughes law, which provides fed- 
eral funds for vocational education, 

The convention will last for two days, 
with morning and afternoon sessions, and 
will be held in the convention hall of the 
Piedmont hotel, which has been selected as 
headquarters for the organization. Judge 
Robert W. Bingham, of Louisville, president 
of the Southern Commercial congress, will 
preside. 

Organizations te Ceo-operate. 

Co-operating with the Southern Commer- 
cial congress are the American Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ association, the National Council 
of Cotton Manufacturers, the House of South- 
ern Governors and the National Association 
of State Commissioners of Agretulture. Other 
groups invited and participating will be 
state superintendents of education, secreta- 
ries of State Federations of Labor, presidents 
of A. & M. colleges and presidents of schools 
of technology.

Millions for Education. 

Under the act passed by the sixty-fourth 
congress for promotion of vocational educa- 
tion, known as the Smith-Hughes act, in 
1918 an appropriation of $2,307,000 was made, 
increasing yearly until 1925, when it reaches 
$7,161,000. The state of Georgia’s share of 
the 1918 appropriation is $62,000, and in 1925 


it will be $192,000. To secure all or any 
part of this allotment, each staate must pro- 
vide a sum equal to that appropriated by the 
federa] government. The state and federal 
appropriations are to be spent for vocational 
education through the department of edug¢a- 
tion in the various states. 0 

At the opening session, Judge Bingham, 
president of the Southern Commereial econ- 
gress, will introduce Dr: Clarence J. Owens, 
managing director of the Southern Commer- 
cial congress, who will outline the general 
purposes of the convention. 

At the morning session, Governor Dorsey 
will welcome the cenferenee to Geergia, and 
Senator Hoke Smith, one of the authors of 
the bill providing for national vocational ed- 
ucation, and Dr. Charles A, Prosser, director 
federal board for vocational education, have 
been asked to address the convention. At 
the afternoon session Dr. John W. Aber- 
crembie, soliciter of the United States de- 
partment ‘of labor; Dr. James P. Monroe, 
member of the federal board, and Allen F. 
Johnson, president of the Exposition Cotton 
mills, Atlanta, will address the conference. 
Mr. Johnson is the chairman of the local 
eommittee of fifteen from the city which 
will look after the entertainment of the con- 
gress while holding its sessions in this city. 

Bingham to Preside. 

It is particularly fitting that Judge Bing- 
ham should preside at this time over the de- 
liberations of the congress which is te con- 
sider vocational education in the south, as 
his father, Colonel Robert Bingham, estab- 
lished the first system of industrial cduca- 
tion in the south, at Oxford, N. C., Orphan 
asylum, while he was grand master of 
Masons in the state of North Carelina. The 
great-grandfather of Judge Bingham estab- 
lished the now famous Bingham schoo! at 
Asheville in 1793. Colonel Robert Bingham 
was prominent in the establishment of the 
North Carolina Agricultural and Mechanical 
college, and the Greensboro Normal for Girls. 
and while at the head of Bingham secured 
compulsory education for Asheville. 

Just in this connection, it will be remem- 
bered that the state legislature, a few days 
ago, passed a resolution of greeting and 
felicitation to Henry Watterson upon his re- 
tirement from the active management and 
direction of the editorial columns of The 
Louisville Courier-Journal after 50 years’ 
active service. Judge Bingham comes into 
possession of this paper and The Louisville 
Times also, with a combined circuiation 
of 110,000. The Courier-Journal is the only 
paper in the United States that has the dis- 
tinction of an “editor Emeritus,” as Henry 
Watterson will continue, it is understood, 
contributions over his own signature to the 
editorial columns of The Courier-Journal. ' 

Managing Director Dr. Clarence J. Owens, 
of Washington, D.C., former president of the 
Southeast Alabama Agricultura] college, has 
also arrived in the city and, with Judge Bing- 
ham, is at the Piedmont. He stated that the 
congress and the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce have invited 800 representatives of the 
textile interests of the south to be in at- 
tendance.

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INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE. 
XIII. Setting Them Up. . 

A superintendent of a large shop wrote 
me some time ago and requested me to out- 
line a brief system of physical evolutions 
which might be adopted for the welfare of 
his employes. : 

Spurred on by other letters from shop 
foremen and forewomen I venture to out- 
line here a very simple system of setting-up 
exercises which has been found practicable 
enough. If the men in the shop are dolly 
boys and the women are all old fishwives, 
there is no use in attempting the innove- 
tion. The cigaretical man and the corset- 
made woman are alike impervious to all ap- 
peals for physical betterment. 

These exercises should be condueted in 
the middle of the forenoon and in the middle 
of the afternoon, every day in the week in 


any room where there are windows that can 


be kept open for ventilation while the exer- 
cises are under way, especially in cold 
weather when artificial heat ie in use. The 
least strong or enduring among those exer- 
cising should be pacemaker. For persons 
not accustomed to it, homeopathic doses of 
special exercise are not only more effective, 
but more stimulating, for it is by attempting 
too much at first that sore muscles are pro- 
duced. 

1. Stand at attention. This means 25 
rigid as you can make every muscle, wit 
your chin drawn in, your shoulders down 
and back, your chest up and forward, your 
abdomen in and up, your knees very stift. 
your toes straight ahead and your heel; 
about four or five inches apart. Should 
anyone sneak up behind and push you, you 
are right there and not so easily pushed. 
Standing at attention is hard exercise, you 
will discover. 

2. Hand high above head. As leader 
counts ONE, swing far over to right and 
down till right hand touches left heel and 
left hand touches right heel. As leader 
counts TWO swing up and over and down 
the other side. FOUR is far enough for 
the first week, then SIX for a week or two, 
then EIGHT, but no more. 

3. Hands on hips. Stand on left foot 
and extend right leg ferward. Without 
touching right foot to floor bend left knee, 
lowering weight of the body some ten or 
twelve inches on one leg as leader counts 
ONE. Again on TWO. Then repeat with the 
opposite leg. The effort here should be to 
squat nearly to the floor on one leg and 
get up again without touching the other 
foot which is extended in front. But this 
should be attained after many weeks of 
training. 

4. Both hands on floor, arms extended 
rigidly under you, body rigidly bridging from 
shoulders down to feet. As leader counts 
ONE let weight or body down on the arms 
until face nearly touches floor, and right 
up again. THREE is enough the first two 
weeks, then increase one time every week 
or two till TEN times pérfect (for women) 
or TWENTY times (for men). 

5. Arms extended straight out. As 
leader counts at the rate of two counts a 
second rise on left toe and spring off the 
foot, carrying left leg over toward left, while 
right toe takes its place. Continue for 
SIXTY. After a few weeks continue for 100.

} The one big difference between the 
house and the senate is over the gen- 
eral appropriations bill, as the sen- 
ate has practically cut the appropri- 
ations passed by the house $2,000,000, 
holding the appropriations down very 
close to last year’s figures. 

Among the cuts made by the sen- 
ate is that of $1,000,000 from the com- 
mon schools. The house had passed 
an appropriation of $4,260,000, which is 
$1,000,000 over labt year. This one 
item is destined to bring about a hard 
fight between the two branches, un- 
less, as was indicated by members of 
the house at the Saturday session, some 
sort of compromise can be reached for 
at least a considerable increase over 


last year. 
Compromise Suggested. 
It has been suggested that by in- 
ereasing last year’s appropriation to 
$3,700,000 this item may be cempro- 
mised. The present membership of the 
house is strong for common achools, 
as has been shown every time the mat- 
ter has come up during the session. 
The appropriation of $90,000 for the 
state college of agriculture was shaved 
to $70,000, the military appropriation 
of $120,000 was cut to the same figure 
as last year, $30,000, and the appropri- 
ations of $20,000 for the Third District 
Agricultural school, $20,000 for the 
Ninth District Agricultural school, and 
458,000 for the State Normal at Val- 
dosta were refused by the senate. 


‘The general tax bill is yet to be 
disposed of in the house, where about 
100 changes have heen made in the 
original bill from the senate. It was 
tabled in the hause Thursday, but will 
likely come up for consideration again 


Monday. 
The increase of salaries of statehouse 


officials, already favorably acted on in 
the senate, ia yet to be disposed of in 
the house. It is said that an agreement 
has been reached in conference com- 
mittee of house and senate, and that the 
house will likely follow the action of 


the senate. 
The state warehouse bill of Senator 


Elders, already passed by a vote of 30 
to 5 in the benate, remains to be acted 


on by the house. The bill provides 
for the erection of one or more were.

for uniform weighers and graders. The 
Farmers’ Union of the state is behind 
the bill, the author indicates, and claim 
that it would be of vast advantege to 
farmers, especially the small farmer. 

Farm Loans Bill. 

The farm loans bill by Senator Olive 
is yet to be passed upon in the house, 
The bill authorizes the state to borrow 
money in large sums at low rates of 
interest to be loaned to bona fide pur- 
chasers of small farms. The bill, which 
the author claims would tend to in- 
crease the number of individual farm 
owners and tend to keep out. immi- 
| grants, has already passed the senate, 

The bill of Mr. Arnold, of Lumpkin, 
pertaining to the admission of patients 
to the insane asylu is yet to be acted 
upon in the senate. The author claims 
that the measure would save the tax- 
payers $100,000 a year. He declared 
that recently a case was found where 
a woman after thirty-six years in the 
asylum, died, leaving an estate of $10,- 
000. Recently a citizen of the state 
committed to the institution, all ex- 
pense borne by the state, was worth 
in his own name $100,000. The bill is 
aimed at cases of this sort, and the au- 
thor claims the state is being imposed 
upon by those who are able to foot 
their own bills in many instances. 

There are a number of other bills of 
more or less importance to be passed 
upon by both branches of the general 
assembly, but the above are of out- 
standing importance, and will likely be 
reached and passed upon within the re- 
maining three days of the session.

Germans Giving in Center 


* * 


to Hold, the Allied Ad- 
vance Will Soon Come to 
Halt—Ludendorff Trying 
to Draw Foch to Narrow 
Operating Front. 


By Frank H. Simonds. _ 
New York, August 11.—(Special.)— 
The fourth day of the great Anglo- 
French offensive, which will unques- 
tionably be known hereafter as the 
third battle of the Somme, reveals with 
some measure of clarity the purpose of 


lowing in endeavoring to meet and 
check Foch. 

He has abandoned the old Montdidier 
salient and all notion of holding any 
portion of his position west of the line 
held by the Germans at the beginning 
of the first battle of the Somme in 
July, 1918. He is now attempting to 
restore his front somewhere between 
the Somme and the Oise west of the 
line Peronne-Ham-Chauny, to which 
he must eventually retire. 

To accomplish this Ludendorff is rap- 
idly increasing the tenacity of the re- 
sistance of the flanks of the break in 
his line. He is standing firm on the 
high ground north of the Somme which 
saw the famous fighting of 1916 and on 
the high ground north and west of the 
Oise between Noyon and Lassigny. [If 
he can hold these flanks for the next 
day or two the Anglo-French drive will 
have to slow down and stop, because 
our allies will presently find them- 
selves thrusting into a salient as awk- 
ward as the one from which the Ger- 
man hgs just been evicted. 

As it now stands there is no salient, 
or practically none, and the allied front 
runs fairly straight from the Oise be- 
low Ribecourt to the Ancre at Albert, 
with the Germans still holdings Roye 
and the British in Chaulnes at the 
northern end of this front. The Ger- 
man resistance has so far been obsti- 
nate, and, on the whole, successful, the 
allied advance having been inconsider- 
able, although it is approaching Bray. 
At the southern end about Ribecourt 
and Lassigny there has been practically 
no progress so far. 

Battle in Third Phase. 

We are seeing once more reproduced 
the normal history of a successful of- 
fensive in the present form of warfare. 
Of the four stages two, preparation of 
the attack and the attack itself, are 
gver. The third phase, that of pursuit, 
is still going forward, but the success- | 
ful resistance of the flanks suggests 
that we are almost at the point where 
the pursuit will merge into the fourth 
and last stage, which is the march of 


But Hold Hard on Flanks; 


Crisis of Drive Draws Near 


3 princes which met between the 
Oise and the Somme. Following this 
break through Von Hutier forces rush- 
ed in pursuit all the way to the Avre 
and the Ancre, but the French south of 
the Oise and Byng’s third army north 
of the Ancre were not shaken by the 
German offensive and stood firm, 
stretching out by their flanks toward 
each other, while Fayolle rushed French 
reserves up to the actual gap. The 
break was thus limited to the front 
of the fifth British army and was 
eventually closed, after there had been 
@ gradual narrowing of the German 
wedge. There was then left the pres- 
ent salient—that is the salient which 
existed before the recent offensive be- 
gan. It was impossible for the Ger- 
mans after March 28 to advance fur- 
ther, because they were being subjected 
to flank and. cross-fire from the un- 
broken flanks of the two allied armies. 
German Front Ruptured. 
Today everything is reversed. 
British and the French have com- 
pletely ruptured the German front 
between the Somme and the Lassigny 
high ground. They seem to have ac- 
counted for upward of eleven divisions, 
or three less than Von Hutier disposed 
of in the big March offensive. But 


now, as then, the troops on either side 
of the gap are standing firm on 
high ground and there seems to be a 
tendency of the allied drive both to 
grow narrower and to move more 
slowly. If this tendency becomes more 
marked, we may expect to see the 
whole drive come to a halt at the west 
bank of the Somme, south of Peronne 
and the lines, at least, temporarily 
stabilize themselves on a front of 
Peronne-Ham-Chauny, or even the 
high ground north and east of Noyon. 
On the other hand, the obvious allied 
move now is to attempt to break down 
the flanks of pivots of the German 
retreat, and more particularly the 
northern pivot. If the Germans can 
be forced out of the high ground about 
Bapaume, the famous ridge of the old 
Somme days, then a new section of the 
front will be set in motion and there 
will be no chance of a German halt—

Now Ludendorff is attempting to 
shepherd Foch in a similar manner, 
hoping that by the time the point of 
the Anglo-French wedge approaches 
Nesle and the upper Somme it will have 
been so narrowed that further progress 
will become impossible. At Cambrai 
last year the Germans first followed 
these methods and then, when the 
British effort had spent itself in the 
creation of a dangerous salient, at- 
tacked that salient and brought off a 
considerable counter success which 
robbed the British of the fruits of a 
brilliant stroke. We have not to fear 
another Cambrai, because the present 
allied move is a sustained offensive, 
not a mere speculation without ade- 
quate reserves to exploit success, as 
was the Cambrai attack, but we have to 
look forward to German efforts, first 
to narrow the wedge, and eventually 
to try to break in any dangerous salient 
which may be created, for there is 
bound to be a German reaction after 
the recent blow has been parried, where 
ever that blow may stop.
